Steel works and blast furnaces have shut-down and 
“hundreds more of the steelworkers will be rerdered idle by the 
enforced closing down of the Belldorman group of ‘ron and steel 
works, one of the largest: steel-producing combines inthe country. 


A Million Miners Out. 


London, April 1. 

It is estimated that over a million coal workers ara now out, 
swelling the army of the unemployed, Every coalfield is idle, but 
except in afew isolated mines flooding dangers have been tem- 
porarily averted owing to the enginemea remaining at their posts or 
clerks and officials working the pumps. 

A Rhondda leader declares that the men are absolutely solid 
against the owners’ terms and that there is no fear of detection. 
Ho is arranging to take test cases as regards unemployment 
allowances. In this connection the miners believed they could 
draw out of work donations immediately. On the other hand, it is 
opined that the Act clearly excepts cases’ of unemployment owing to 
industrial disputes. 


Conserving Coal. 


London, April 1. 

With a view to the conservation of coal, passenger trains are 
being reduced by 25 per cent. from April6. The House of Lords 
and the House of Commons are reassembling on April 4, as reasons 
for the proclamation of an emergency must be communicated to 
Parliament within five days. 


A Grave Outlook. 


Later, 

Owing to reports from various coalfields to-night, the outlook is 
regarded as grave. It is pointed out that the strike is for a national 
wage and a pool of the national aubsidy at the expense of the 
taxpayers, whilo the owners declare that they are still prepared to 
negotiate. Special constables are being enrolled in various districts. 

Meanwhile, it is pointed out that the coal export trade was just 
beginning to regain its feet after the last strike, when an enormous 
volume of orders was diverted to America. Consequently, when 
work\w as resumed the foreign markets were overstocked from America, 
owing to the long stoppage anticipated, and the British had to face 
a heavy fall in prices, which was Tecently just beginning to recover, 
Tt is declared that the prospect: of recovery is now indefinitely 
postponed, and feara are expressed that upon resumption the industry 
will not ba able to pay the reduced wages now offered. America is 
again flooded with inquiries and is straining every nerve to take 
advantage of the second opportunity. . 


KARL’S ADVENTURE. 


An Obscure Situation. 


London, April 1. 

The gituation in Hungary ix most obscure, owing to conflicting 
reports and the very severe censorship. There is: officially no 
confirmation of the reports of Karl's march to Buda Pest. 

Latest telegrams'state the calm. has been restored at Steina- 
manger, and it is probable that an arrangement between Karl and 
the Hungarian Government is about to be concluded. 

Meanwhile, Austria has agreed to wrant Karl safe conduct to 
Switzerland. The latter has announced that Karl's return will not be 
opposed for the time being,- while Czecho-Slovakia, Rumania and 
Jugo-Slavia have intimated to Hungary that in the event of Karl 
not leaving, Hungary they will immediately adopt ‘necessary 
measures—firstly, ‘a rigorous blockade with a military demonstra-

intimidations, represented jess than half a million out of an electorate

M, VIVIAN'S VISIT TO AMERICA. . 


Confers with President and Officials. 


Wasbitigton, April 1. 

Much speculation is occurring in regard ‘to the objects of M. 
Viviani's visit to the United States. M, Viviani had a brief 
interview with President Harding: and an hour's conference with 
Mr. Hughes, He also discussed with Senator Lodge and various 
American officials the problems involved in France's collection ‘of 
reparations from Germany.+ Well-informed quarters emphatically 
declare that M. Viviani has not asked material aid, only the moral 
support, of the United States in the grave’ international situation 
confronting France. It is stated that M. Viviani denied that France 
intended to ask remission of debt by America, and asserted that 
France would discharge g/l financial obligations, M. Vivianideclar- 
ed that the recent contention in the French Parliament that America 
owed Franee money lent during the American revolutionary war in 
nowise represented the French official viewpoint. 


. RECAPTURE OF INDIAN PRISONERS. 


How the Guard was Rushed. | 


Qalcutta, -April 1. 

It is officially stated that so far three hundred of the prisaners 
mentioned in the message of the 26th ult. have been recaptured. 
It appears that the prisoners refused to work, saying that they would 
no longer work for the Government, but only for -Mr. Gandhi. 
Subsequently, while the guard was being changed, the prisoners 
seized sticks and other weapons and rushed the guard. Convicts 
streamed out of the prisori and attacked the small body of armed 
police, who pursued them. The police fired, two convicts being 
killed and two wounded, the dead including the leader. The rest 
fled and scattered, discarding their prison garb. The police are 
searching for the remainder. © °

More than 
3,000,000 of these consisted 
portions: of Scripture, mostly 
Gospels, which were sold by 
In every corner of the 
mission field the Bible Society is 
working in co-operation with those 
whom the Church sends forth to 
preach the kingdom of Ged. Last 
year the Society pleced five and a 
quarter million volumes in the 
hands-of people speaking many 
different tongues. This result is 
the more remarkable when: it is 
remembered that in Central and 
Eastern Europe as well ag in 
Russia, many eolporteurs Lave not 
been able to resume their work 
since the war. ° 7

MR. WILL CROOKS, M.P. 


Remarkable Career. 

Many more important mou 
would be. less missed from the 
House ‘of Commons than Mr. 
Crooks will be. His devision to 
retire, though hurriedly taken in 
the end, will (observes the Lobby 
correspondent of The Srotsman) 
cause no surprise for it has been 
evident for some years that his 
work was done. Seldom was he 
absent from his place at the end 
of the. Front Opposition Bench 
during question time, but at its 
close he generally tottered out, 
and with a genial smile and a 

~ word of greeting to all whom he 
encountered sot off for his home 
in East London in time to escape 
the evening crush on the rail- 
ways, 

The privations of his childhood, 
part of which he spent in a work- 
house, his early start to hard 
physical work, a severe operation 
which he underwont some years 
ago, and, above all, a shock he 
sustained during a daylight air 
raid, in the course of which some 
twonty children were killed at a 
school near his home, combined 
to make him. old before his time. 
It ig a surprise to learn that he 
isonly 68. He 1s feeb'er than 
many men ten years older, and 
his present illness has further 
undermined his ‘strength. 

The most memorable thing he 
did during his Parliamentary 
carecr was when the House 
adjourned for the firat timo after 
the outbreak of war. .He led the 
members in the signing of the 
National Anthem, and though 
the action was unprecedented, it 


". -was welcomed as .appropriate to 


the occasion, and expressive of 
the feelings of the House. His 
lead was indicative of the enthu- 
siastically patriotic course he 
followed throughout the war. 
-Not for him were the philander- 
ings with pacifism in which some 
of his Labour -colleagues indulg- 
ed.

Manchester Employees’ Action. 

A communication has bee. 
made tothe Manchester Guardian 
concerning correspondence that 
has passed between Messrs. 
Robert Williatns ‘and Sons, Chat- 
sworth Mills, Gorton, and their 
employees on the question of 
woge reduction, In the first 
instance, the following letter was 
addressed by the employees to 
the firm :— 

“ Your employees, as shown in 
the attached list, have decided to 
approach you with the sugges- 
tion that our wages be reduced 
by 10 per cent. We hope that 
this offer will be accepted as it is 
felt that the present-high cost of 
living exists primarily owing to 
the very high cost of production ;

living and consequent increase in 
purchasing power. 

In theirreply, the directors of

spirit in which it is made.” They 
announce thet, as the object of 
the company and of the employees 
is that the customer shall, as far 
£8 possible, abtain the benefit of 
the reduction, the company's 
charges for finishing will be re- 
duced by 10 per cent, “to any 
customer who will undertake to 
give to his customer the full 
henefit of this reduction.”

A SOCIAL QUESTION. 


After long adopting a policy of silence over the 
unedifying but extreinely important, question of venereal 
 “digease, the Home Government held an’ inquiry into the 
whole: subject, but apparently the members of the Royal 
Commission, doubtless actuated by excellent, motives, were 
inclined to hold to the prejudice against prophylactics, and 
a doubt was thrown upon thier ellicacy. However, the 
National Council for Combating Vencreal .Disedses, whose 
"delegates ‘recently visited the Far East,’ bestirred itself 
and produced suflicient. evidence of the value of prophylac- 
tics to move the authorities to action, with the result that 

- many treatment centres have been established in Britain. 
-It appears that there are very few early disinfection 
“establishments amoni these centres, and this phase of the 
question is dealt with in the Jately-published report of a 

‘s special committee of the Birth-rate Commission, . 
: ‘Those. who are opposed to preventive treatment on the 
contention that it encourages inimorality are doubtless 
actuated by a most commendable motive, and on hygienic 
. grounds the Committee are all in favour of abstinence as 
the one sure safeguard, but they are also “compelled to 
recognize that a large number of persons do not respond to 
moral appeals, and indulge more or less f requently in pro- 
miscuous sexual intercourse and thereby incur the risk of 
contracting disease.” The Comniittce therefore believe both 
on grounds of individual and national welfare that steps 
must be taken, and find in favour of “immediate self- 
disinfection,” but point out that it is liable to failure in the 
‘Shands of ignorant, unskilful; or careless’ individuals. 
Having regard tu the seriousness of the matter, the Com- 
“mittee consider that no difficulty should be placed in the 
‘way of (1) the spread of knowledge as to the use and value 
of disinfectants; or (2) the obtaining by individuals of such 
disinfectants from chemists or other sources which may be 

ecommended. : ; ‘ a:
